This Gniſhing Couplet, which perhaps 
was the laſt Arioſto ever wrote, is, I think, a 
genteel excuſe for the many inaccuracies, that occur 
throughout all his writings. It is evident to any reader 
of ſenſe, that he could have mended them, had he not 
been perplexed with the many avocations, recorded in this 
Satire. But as this excuſes him, and may, in ſome de- 
gree others, whoſe ſituation in life will not afford them 
time for retouching things, which perhaps neceſlity 
forces them to throw out into the world; ſo it leaves 
them inexcuſable, who have the contrary advantages of 
affluence and leiſure, and who have nothing to plead in 
defence of their forward brats, but the fond deſire of in- 
troducing them too earlyg into life. Nor is this worſe 
policy in the real, than in the literary world. Writings 
and men, unimproved and without accompliſhments, are 
not likely to make any great figure 1 either ſtage 5 
life. 
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
